DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a dual diaphragm speaker system. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely 
distinct feature of a magnetically driven first diaphragm acoustically coupled to a second 
diaphragm coated on a front surface and coated on a back surface with a different material than 
is coated on the front surface in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 1 . The 
closest prior art, Matsumoto (JP HI- 159487) discloses a magnetically driven speaker and a 
second diaphragm acoustically coupled to the diaphragmof the magnetically driven speaker but 
fails to teach a diaphragm coated on both sides with different material coatings; Ishigaki (US 
6740202) discloses a speaker diaphragm coated on one side for flame retardation; Thelen (US 
3815020) discloses a transparent display with an antireflective coating; Konishi (US 7020302) 
discloses a portable telephone with a second transparent diaphragm. The prior art fails to 
anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
